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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 4 
and 6 refer to "said wiping element;" however claim 1 defines a "wiper element." 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haggard 
(USP Re. 32,085). 

With respect to claim 1 , Haggard discloses a resilient wiper element for use 
within a string of wet pipe, wherein said resilient wiper element comprises a flexible 
sheet having finite thickness (see figures 4 and 5), a bore extending through said 
flexible sheet (see figures 4 and 5; column 5 lines 46-50) and a rigid area in proximity to 
said bore (see figure 2 wherein and column 5 lines 47-50, wherein washers 52 and 54 
are in proximity to said bore). 

With respect to claim 2, Haggard discloses a resilient wiper element wherein said 
rigid area extends completely around said bore (see figure 2 wherein and column 5 
lines 47-50). 
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With respect to claim 3, Haggard discloses a resilient wiper element wherein said 
wiper element is substantially circular in shape (see figure 4 and 5). 

With respect to claim 4, Haggard discloses a resilient wiper element wherein said 
wiping element is notched to enable folding or bending of said wiper element within said 
pipe (see figure 4 and 5; column 50-55). 

With respect to claim 5, Haggard discloses a resilient wiper element wherein said 
wiper element is constructed of at least one elastomer (see column 6 lines 3-5, wherein 
rubber is an elastomer). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haggard. 
With respect to claim 6, Haggard teaches a washer which is provided on the top 

and bottom of the wiper. See column 4 lines 47-49. However, Haggard does not teach 
a washer which is integrally molded into the wiper element. It would have been 
considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, 
to have integrally molded a washer into the wiper element, since it has been held that 
forming in one piece an article which has formerly been formed in two pieces and put 
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together involves only routine skill in the art. Howard v. Detroit Stove Works, 150 U.S. 
164 (1893).
